Wrought Iron Wall Clock 
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Iron is The Metal, possessing such varied qualities that it can be used for-more pur- 
poses than any other material on earth. It has, indeed, made it possible for man to 
attain his present state of technical development, and with it, control of the earth. This 
fact is symbolized by the figure which grows out of the mountain, just as iron does, 
lifting man to a position which without his help Humanity could not attain. The giant, 
Iron, throws ore into a flaming fire, in the rising smoke of which may be discerned many 
implements fashioned of iron, which no other material could replace. . 
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A car loaded with iron ore is coming out of the mine. The crucible at one side 

signifies cast iron, and the rollers on the other, wrought iron. A lifthammer driven by a 
waterwheel shows a very early method of forging iron. On the reverse side the Genius of 
Iron presents man with a better tool to smash the gate barring his advancement, a thing 
which he could not do with the primitive tools fashioned of other materials. The four 
gnomes are forging one letter each of the Title. The base indicates the progress from the 
Stone age to the iron, copper being used first, then brass, and finally iron.
